Owing to the fact that the cable be­ 
tween this port and the Philippine 
islands w'as not in working order, hav­ 
ing lieen cut, there has been delay in 
obtainiug a detailed account of the bat- 
fie and facts in tlie case were only avail­ 
able when the Uuit*3d States gunboat 
Hngh McCulloch arrived here on Sat- 
(irday and even then the tremendous 
pressure of buKiness, suddenly thrown 
^)U the cable company, necessarily 
maiie the earlier accounts of the en- 
l? ageinent8 somewhat brief. 
Conuiiodure Dew'cy’s orders were to 
capture or destroy the Spauisn fliiet aud 
never were instructions executed in so 
nompiete a fashion. 
At the end of 
^veu liours tln re wa.s absolutely noth­ 
ing left of the Spanish fleet but a few 
rehcs 


S^iauish barti'rics the American fletd re- 
! tired for breakfast and, incidentally, a 
council of war was held on boara tho 
Olympia. 
By this time the Spanish sliiiw were 
in a dosjierate condition. The flagship 
Ri lua Christina was riddled with shot 
and shell, one of her steam pipes had 
burst and she W'as Ixjlieved to be on fire. 
The Castilla was certainly on fire, and 
soon aftervvards their condition became 
worse aud worse, until 
they were 
eventually burned to the water’s edge. 
During the engagement a Spanish 
torpedoboat crept along the shore aud 
round the ofiing in an attempt to at­ 
tack the American storeships, Imt she 
wa.s promptly discovered, was driven 
asiiore and was actually shot to pieces. 
The Mindanao had in the meanwhile 
been run ashore to save her from sink­ 
ing, and the ¡Si^nisb small craft had 
sought shelter from the steel storm be­ 
hind the breakw'ater. 
The battle was resumed abont noon, 
when (Jonmiodore Dewey started in to 
put the finishing touches on his glori­ 
ous work. There was not much fight 
left in the Spaniards and, at 3 p. m., 
the Petrel had shot the Cavite Imtteries 
into silence, hiaving them heaps of ruin 
and floating the white flag. 
The Spanish gunboats were then scut­ 
tled, the arsenal was on fire and the ex­ 
plosion of a Spanish magaJne « aused a 
further mortality among the defenders 
of Spain on shore. 
On the water the bnrniug, sunken or 
destroyed Spanish vessels could be seen, 
while only the cruiser Baltimore had 
suffered in auy way from the fire of the 
enemy. A shot which struck her ex­ 
ploded some ammunition near one of 
her guns and slightly injured half a 
dozen of the crew.

damage w'as done on biwird the flagship.

P ort a u P rin ce, May 9 .—The ar­ 
rival was rumored late last evening of 
17 Bimmsh vessels, warships and others, 
at Porto llicx» . and a battle is exjiecttxl 
tomorrow. 
It is also rep*irted from Cape E aitien 
that Rear Admiral Sampson’s squadron 
has bt*en sighted to tho north. 
The Uiiiti d Btates cniist r Montgom­ 
ery, connnaiided by G. A. Couvcr.se, is 
supposed to have been engaged w'lth a 
much larger Bpaiiish cruiser northwest 
of Càqx' Haïtien, a st'a|x)rt U>wn of 
Haitii on tho north coast, nine miles 
north of Port an lh*ince. 
While the French steamer Ulindo 
R(xldrigues, from Havre April 16 for 
Haitien ixirts, \vu.s at Capo llaitieti, a 
Bjiauish warship is .said to have been 
watching her, mistaking the st<\amer 
for an American vessel. 
When the 
Olinde Ruildrigues left Vape Haitien the 
Sfiauish w’arship approached her aud al­ 
io wctl her to continue on to this port on 
recognizing tho French flag. 
The United Btates cruiser 
Mont­ 
gomery left CajH) Haitien soon after­ 
ward, aud the Bimniani, which is pre­ 
sumed to have btieu watching her, is 
saifl to have pursmxl the American 
cruiser, both of them putting on full 
steam. The Bixiiiiard, accortUng to the 
story toUl by the crew of the French 
steamer, gained in the pursuit, which 
was witnes.sed from the bridge of the 
Olinde Euddngue.s by tho office rs of that 
vesH.l. 
By nightfall four disoliarges of can­ 
non wer** heard, which were l*elieved to 
be the result of the Bjiauiard firing upon 
the American warship. Darkness pre- 
veutetl any further cb.sen'ations being 
made. 
The vessel w hich pursueii the Mont­ 
gomery is supposed to have been the 
BpauLsh warship Vizcaya, aud it is siig- 
gestoii tliat po.ssibly the Montgomery 
enticed th*‘ Biianiard within striking 
distance of Admiral Bumiison. 
The crew of the German ship Bolivia, 
Captain Bruhn, which arrived, sav they 
heard cunnoiiuding to the uortbward 
about 4 o’clock Bunday afternoon. 
Advices from Cape Haitien say that 
off Mole Bt. Nicholas tw'O Bpanisii war­ 
ships captured a schooner bound for 
Gape Haitien. 
New York, May 9 .—A cablegram 
dated Puerto Plata, Ban Domingo, says: 
Dominican officials report heavy tiring 
off the north of Monte Christi, about uO 
miles from here. It is believed hero 
that Rear Admiral Banqison’s squadron 
is engaging the Bpanish Cape Verde 
fle*et.

American fleet is due to arrive in Porto 
Ricun waters.

Key W e t , May 9 .—Only poor marks- 
maiiship on the part of the BpaniiJi gun­ 
ners saved the Vicksburg and the cutter 
Morill from destruction off Havana, 
For over half an hour they were under 
the tíre of the guns of the Bauta Clara 
water batteries, bnt both iMx^pod with­ 
out material injury, although shrapnel 
shots from eight-inch guns exploded all 
about them, aud lx>th now show the 
pitbxi soars of the Bimnish bullets. 
The wily Bpaiilards had arranged a 
trap to m ild a couple of our shiim to the 
bottom. They baited it as a man would 
bait a trap. 
A small sehotmcr was sent 
out from Havana harbor sliortly before 
dayligpt tí» draw some of tho Amerioaiis 
into the uiiibmeiuie. The ruse worked 
like a charm. The Viekslmrg and the 
Morrill, in tin* heat of tlic chase and in 
their contt nipt lor Bpaui.sh gunnery, 
walku*! straight into the trap tla\t hint 
been set for Ui nt^.

During the engagement a Spanish 
torpedoboat crept along the shore and 
round the offing in an attempt to at­ 
tack the American storoships, but she 
was promptly discovered, was driven 
asiiore and was actually shot to pieces. 
The Mindanao had in the meanwhile 
been mn ashore to save her from sink­ 
ing, and the Spanish small craft had 
sought shelter from the steel storm be­ 
hind the breakwater. 
The battle was resumed about noon, 
when Commodore Dewey started in to 
put the finishing touches ou his glori­ 
ous work. 
There was not much fight 
left in the Spaniards and, at 3 p. rn., 
the Petrel had shot the Cavite batteries 
into silence, leaving them heaps of rain 
aud floating the white flag. 
The Spanish gunboats were then scut­ 
tled, the arsenal was on fire aud the ex­ 
plosion of a Spanish magazine caused a 
further mortality among the defenders 
of Spain on shore. 
On the water the borning, sunken or 
destroyed Spanish vessels could be seen, 
while only tho cruiser Baltimore had 
suffered in any way from the fire of the 
enemy. 
A shot which struck her ex­ 
ploded some ammunition near one of 
her guns and slightly injured half a 
dozen of the crew.

damage was done on board the flagship. 
On the other hand about 150 men are 
said to have been killed on board the 
Spanish ship. which was totally de­ 
stroyed. 
Admiral Montejo, the Spanish 
commander transferred his flag to the 
Isla de Cuba when his ship caught fire, 
but the latter was destroyed also in due 
course of time. The Reina Christina 
lost her captain, a lieutent, her chap­ 
lain and a midshipman by one shot 
which struck her bauge. 
About IOO men were killed and OO 
wounded on board the Castilla.

deed some estimate the number of 
Spanish wounded during the engage­ 
ment at over 1,000 men. 
Even when the Spanish flagship was 
shot half away her commander, though 
wounded, refused to leave the bridge 
till the ship was burning and sinking, 
her stern shattered by a common shell 
and her steam pipe burst.

mittee on finance alxmt Wednesday, 
but its report may he delayed for a day 
or two beyond that date.

standpoint that progress has necessarily 
been slow. 
This has proved to he true 
without regard to p irty lines.

publicans have suggested many more 
amendmends to the bill than have the 
Democratic members, and muny of those 
suggest*d by them have been of such 
inqiortuiice as to require care!al atten­ 
tion and much time. There are many 
matters yet requiring 
consideration, 
aud until these have been voted upou 
in committee it will be impossible to fix 
a day for reporting the bill. 
Whether the bills shall carry a pro­ 
vision tor a new government loan on 
bonds depends entirely upon Senator 
Jones of Nevada. 
So far as can be 
loamed he has not yet made known his 
position. 
Whatever the verdict of the 
committee on the bond clause the bond 
question will form the basis of the sen­ 
ate’s consideration of the bill. 
This 
subject will in any event be debated at 
length in the senate. 
It is generally 
conceded that even though the commit­ 
tee displaces the provision the friends of 
the bond policy will be strong enough 
to restore it in the senate if a \ote is 
taken.

He wanted to go to sea, but 
that he should be a sailor did not meet 
bis father’s wishes. 
Ho they came to a 
kind of compromise. The young man 
went from the public schools to the 
Norwich university at Northfield, Vt., 
a m ilitary school, where, if be could 
not learn to he a sailor, he could be 
taught how to shoulder a musket and 
drill. Incidentally he had some very good 
training in pacing a deck, for oue form 
of discipline at the Northfield school 
was to punish an offender by making 
him walk, shouldering a musket, a cer­ 
tain number of times around a big elm 
tree on the school grounds. This big 
elm had very w id esp read ^ roots, so 
that the punishment was more severe 
than it sounds, and 
George 
Dewey 
tasted some of it. 
He was a quiet young 
fellow. 
His father did not approve of 
fighting. Ile told his son, “ Never fight, 
but when you do tight for all you are 
worth. " It would seem that the sou has 
borne in mind this advice. 
He remem­ 
bered it at the Northfield school—aud 
so he walked around the elm tree once 
in awhile. 
When be was 17 years old, D ew ey 
won his way. and his fam ily’s influence 
had him appointed to the Naval academy 
in 1H54. 
He was graduated from An­ 
napolis in 1858 and went on the steam 
frigate Wabash, cruising with the Medi 
terrauean squadron until 1859. 
Fort Hum tar was fired on, Dewey was 
in Montpelier, but be did 
not stay 
there. His Yankee blood was up. Just 
one week later, April 19, 1861, he was 
commissioned lieutenant and was as 
signed at once to the steam sloop Mis­ 
sissippi, which was to take part in the 


board 
forts. Tne engines 
the steam that could be put upou them, 
and the backing was continued for 30 
minutes, but without avail. It was now 
aeon that it would be impossible to get 
the ship afloat. Captain Smith gave the 
order to spike the port battery aud 
throw the guns overboard, but it was 
not done, for the enemy’s fire was be­ 
coming so rapid and severe that the 
captain deemed it judicious to abandon 
the ship at once in order to save the 
lives of the men.

"The ship was first set on lire in the 
forward storeroom, but three shots came 
through below her water lir»v and put 
out the flumes. She was thou set lire in 
four places aft, aud when the flame* 
were well under way, so as to make her 
destruction certain, Captain Smith and 
bis first lieutenant (George Dewey) left 
the ship, all the officers aud crew hav­ 
ing been landed before. The Mississippi 
was soon in a blaze fore and aft, and as 
she was now relieved of a great deal of 
weight—by the removal of her crew and , 
the destruction of her app* r works—she j 
floated off the bauk and drifted down 
the river, much to the danger of the 
Union vessels below; but she passed , 
without doiug them any injury, and at 
5 :30 o’clock blew up and went to the 
bottom.” 
Montpelier first felt a spark of the ; 
enthusiasm which fires the old New 
England town today when Devrny re­ 
turned to his native place a captain of 
the United States navy.

The P h ilip p in e islands constitute oue 
of the greaten archipelagoes of the 
world. 
They lie in the north tropic 
lone anil separate the south ( iii na se t 
' on the west aud the Pacific ocean on 
the east. On the south the Celebes sea, 
800 miles across, separates this archi­ 
pelago from Islands of the same name. 
On th* southwest two island chains, the 
Balu and the Palawan* stretching to 
within a few miles of the coast of Bor­ 
neo, inclose the large Hula sea. 
Next to the great seaport of Manilla 
ar© tile ports of Iloilo aud Zebu, on is­ 
lands of the same name in the central 
part of the archipelago. There are half 
a dozen other islands in the central aud 
western part of the groups the areas of 
which range from that of Rhode Island 
to that of Connection!. Among the in­ 
habitants a dwarfed race of Negritos, 
now driven into the mountains and iii 
tenor lands, seems to be the descendants 
of the aborigiu* s. The bolk of the pop­ 
ulation is Malayan, of whom there are 
numerous tribes. The dirtiest and most 
pagan is known as the Igerrotes, and 
yet they display very exemplary qual­ 
ities. They are one of the most impor­ 
tant mountain tribes of Luzon aud arc 
among the population who virtually es­ 
cape omnivorous Spanish taxation. They 
are good farmers, luyiug out terraced 
fields on the mountains, constructing 
irrigation canals aud having a consid­ 
erable reputati* ii as metallurgists. 
Another element of the population 
are the Chines*- and their mestizos, of 
descendants of mix* d Bornitic aud na­ 
tive blood. There is scarcely a commo 
uity on these inlands where the Chinese 
are not found. Petty trade and bank­ 
ing is almost entirely in their hands. 
Kit rn poilus and their descendants are 
not numerous here, although there is a 
considerable breed of half rustes, deriv­ 
ed from European fathers. 
Before the clays of spanish rule there 
w a- considerable commercial intercourse 
between the Philippines and China and 
Japan, but this, which would naturally 
have developed enormously if the Span­ 
ish trade between Manilla aud America 
had been left free, was interrupted and 
at times almost completely stopped by 
absurd restrictions devised to secure to 
Spain a monopoly of the 
trade. 
For a long period only a single 
galleon, and that under government 
supervision, was allowed to proceed 
yearly from Manilla to Acapulco, the 
value of the cargo each way being re­ 
stricted w ithin a prescribed sum. 
Di­ 
rect trade with Europe via the (’ape of 
Good Hope began in 1764, but as if 
the exclusion from it of all except span­ 
ish ships was not sufficient in 1785 a 
monopoly was bestowed on the Royal 
Company of the Philippines. 
With the alose of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury a certain amount of liberty began 
to bo com eded to foreign vessels. 
The 
first English commercial bouse was es­ 
tablished in Manilla in 1809, Mod in 
1834 the monopoly of the Royal compa­ 
ny expired. Manilla remained the only 
port for foreign trade till 1842, when 
Zebu was also 
opened. 
Jamboanga 
(Mindanao), Iloilo (Pauay), Bual (Lu­ 
zon), Legazpi or Albany (Luzon) and 
Tacloban (Leyte) are now in the same 
category, but only Manilla, Iloilo and 
Cebu have proved of real importance, 
as they are the only ports where foreign 
bound vessels have hitherto loaded. 
The exports from the United States 
to the Philippines have been very in 
significant, although our imports from 
the islands have often reached large 
proportions.

newspaper man woald want to father; 
bot it was circulated, much to the 
amusement of a great many people in 
the city. 
On the other haud the N e w s R e v i e w 
gave its readers the news. People goiug 
to church read bulletins at this oflioe 
that there were rumors of a battle, but 
Secretary Long took no stock in them, 
while the Associated Press knew noth­ 
ing of them 
A later bulletin said there 
was nothing in the story, and still a 
later announcement said the secretary 
had said nothing would be known in 
this country until today, even though a 
battle had been fought. 
Thus the News Review kept the pub­ 
lic fully informed, giving nothing but 
the truth, while sensationalists deliber­ 
ately deceived that part of the people 
who were so unwary as to pay two 
cents for nothing. It is one more blun­ 
der to the blunderer's list.

It is said, however, that this will de­ 
pend much upon the instructions car­ 
ried by Lieutenant Rowan, U. B. A., to 
the Cuban commanders, and the nature 
of these instructions is not disclosed. 
It is intimated, however, that one of 
the first results is likely to be the trans­ 
fer of President Masso and bis entire 
cabinet to the Cuban coast and the set­ 
ting up there of a complete civil or­ 
ganization. Cue of the advantages of 
this move, from the Cuban standpoint, 
is that it will give theCnban civil gov­ 
ernment a most distinct identity and 
will advance the recognition of its in­ 
dependence.

The 
offer was made recently by a prominent 
man of Portugal, resident in the Azores, 
through a Boston 
commission firm 
which has extensive commercial inter­ 
ests in the islands. 
Secretary Long, in 
acknowledging the receipt of the offer, 
states that diplomatio negotiations are 
necessary beiore a country can take steps 
toward acquiring a coaling station in 
another country’s territory. 
He does 
not say that such negotiations are undei 
way or contemplated. 
As it now seems probable that a great 
battle will be fought iu the mid-Atlan­ 
tic, there is a chance to test the friendli­ 
ness of the islanders still further, for 
should one of onr ships become dis­ 
abled while thus far out from port she 
would have to make a port in the Azores 
to repair the damages and take on coal 
and water sufficient to enable her to 
make a borne port—a privilege existing 
under the neutrality laws. If the Azores 
belonged to either the United States or 
Spain, they would be of the greatest 
value at the present time.

been a haven for the craft of all nations 
when in trouble for the last foni oen 
turies, and numerous vessels of war— 
and pirates, too—have in bygone days 
taken food and water from their green 
slopes.—Chicago Record.
